Crops West Vulcan

A journey was made through the 
western section of the Vulcan district 
to view the wheat crops by an Advo¬ 
cate reporter, by courtesy of Roy 
Walker, who kindly made the motor 
jaunt early one morning. Many ex¬ 
cellent .stands of wheat were viewed, 
these arc now being cut, for harvest 
is general in the district this week. 
Perhaps the best crops with the high¬ 
est yield will come from this western 
portion this season. Mr; Walker, in-* 
lerested in the results of the use of 
artificial fertilizer, stopped at fields, 
where this preparation had been us¬ 
ed with the wheat seed in the spring. 
A remarkabl deemonstration in weed 
control whs seen at the farm of Lome 
trlass, a few miles west of town. 
Here several drill widths of seed had 
been planted near the fence without 
fertilizer, while the balance of the 
field had been fertilized. The section 
th:it had l»een fertilized was practi¬ 
cally free from weeds, while the un¬ 
fertilized rows near the fence were 
thick with the prevailing pig weed. 
Cubed - fields visited showed the fer¬ 
tilised wheat to be from six days 
to two weeks in advance of the un¬ 
fertilized 1 , wheat, with plumper ker¬ 
nels. Many of the crops seen yill yield 
30 and bushels per aero. The av¬ 
erage yield for this west section 
should easily lje-25 bushels per acre. 
However, the average yield of the en 
tire Vulcan district will be much be¬ 
low this, the thin crops in many dis¬ 
tricts cutting the average down.
